Ricco’s II Lounge, 3675 
Nameoki Road, was closed at 1 
a.m. today for 30 days to serve a 
license suspension term which 
has been pending in court since 
a fatal shooting and a stabbing 
in the parking lot Dec. 8, 1975. 

The night of the incident,

Describing himself as prin- 
cipal of the security services 
firm, Pritchett had written to 
Burch, saying, “I wish to call to 
your attention a deplorable 
situation that has existed in this 
town for a long time — 
something that I feel should not 
be allowed to continue 

“Tam referring to the brutal 
tactics some, not all, of our 
police officers employ in ef- 
fecting arrests,’ Pritchett 
alleged. 

“Thad occasion to witness, on 
the night of Feb. 19, 1977, at 8:45, 
p.m., an. incident at the Pizza 
Hut on Johnson Road 

“When I arrived, there were 
two squad cars in the parking 
lot. They were parked in a 
manner indicating the officers 
arrived in a rush, doors open. 
motors running, lights on, ete. 

“When I walked into the Hut I 
saw two officers, with whom I 
am unacquainted, arguing with 
two adult males. 

“The conversation I 
overheard inferred the two men 
had been causing a disturbance 
in the Hut and had been asked to 
leave by the manager. Their 
refusal caused the police to be 
called 

“It appeared to me that the 
two men were intoxicated 
slurred speech, unsteady 
stance, etc. The officers were 
talking, using loud and profane 
language and making 
threatening gestures with their 
nightsticks by poking the men in 
the t 

“It is my personal opinion, 
based upon 13 years’ experience 
in law enforcement, that the two 
officers goaded the two men 
into swinging at them. 

“Once the first man swung at 
the officer, the officer respon 
ded by striking the man on the 
head with his nightstick, A 
struggle ensued and both of 
them ended up on the floor. 

“The second officer was 
standing behind the second man 
and, before the man could 
react, the officer struck him on 
the head with his nightstick,”’ 
Pritchett charged. 

“At this time, all four sub- 
jects were on the floor. The 
officers were repeatedly 
striking the men about the head 
and shoulders, causing a great 
deal of bleeding. 

“I normally would have only 
interferred if I felt the officers 
needed help. 

“But in this case I thought the 
sooner the men were 
restrained, the less beating they 
would receive. I, therefore, 
assisted the officers in hand- 
cuffing the men. 

“After being handcuffed, the 
men were violently dragged. 
yanked and shoved toward the 
door. They were shoved into the 
heavy doors head first, which 
caused one to be knocked to his 
knees. 

“Once outside, the men were 
thrown to the ground. One man 
left his change on the counter. I

Griffin was treated at St 
Elizabeth hospital and tran- 
sfered to Firmin Desloge in St 
Louis suffering head injuries 
and multiple cuts and bruises 
He is reported in serious con- 
dition. 

The Granite City Fire 
Department rescue squad was 
called to the scene and spent an 
hour cutting apart the damaged 
autos to free both drivers. 

A fire department pumper 
also was called to wash down 
the gasoline that spilled on the 
streets from the two cars.

Rain fell throughout Sunday 
night and early today, varying 
in intensity. The continued 
rainfall soon filled many street 
intersections from curb to curb 
and made it impossible for 
pumping stations to carry off 
the heavy drainage flow 


The National Weather Service 
at St. Louis told the Press- 
Record that wind gusts that 
accompanied the storm at 8:55 
a.m. today were as high as 52 
miles per hour, while some 
gusting was reported in other 
parts of the region as high as 62 
miles per hour.

Walter ‘Dick’? Sparks, 
chairman of the Madison 
County Board’s special sewer 
committee which is planning 
the construction of sanitary 
sewers in Nameoki and 
Chouteau townships and a 
portion of Venice Township, 
announced Thursday that the 
low bidder on the sewer con- 
struction has agreed to honor 
his bid price up to June 30. 

There was fear an appeal of a 
lawsuit on the sewer issue 
might delay the project's 
beginning beyond a date on 
which contractors could honor 
their bid prices 

Sparks said Thursday the 
county now is confident a 
hearing on the appeal can be 
held prior to the June 30 date so 
contracts can be awarded 
without rebidding the work and 
facing a subsequent rise in the 
prices 

The-ow bid on the work is a 
joint bid from S.M. Wilson and 
Co. and G.H. Sternberg & Co., 
both of Granite City, at 
$15,564,306 

ate and federal grants will 
pay about $12 million of the 
construction cost, leaving the 
local share to be paid through 
the sale of about $4 million in 
general obligation bonds 

The bonds are to be repaid 
through taxing persons in a 
special service area in which 
the sewer users reside 


Opponents of the special 
service area anda plan to repay 
the bonds through taxation filed 
suit against the county asking 
that the project be halted on 
several grounds, including 
unconstitutionality. 

A circuit. court judge 
dismissed the suit, but a small 
group of opponents filed notice 
of appeal with the Appellate 
Court in Mount Vernon. 

Transcripts of the Circuit 
Court hearing and pther per- 
tinent data are being prepared 
in preparation for setting a 
hearing date on the appeal 

Representatives of the sewer 
committee Friday expressed 
optimism the appeal can be sent 
directly to the Illinois Supreme 
Court within the next week or 
two and a decision can be 
reached before the extended 
deadline on the construction 
contract passes. 

In a letter to Sparks, David 
Parrish, vice-president of G. H 
Sternberg & Co., arid Wayne M. 
Hellemeyer, vice-president of 
S.M. Wilson, & Co. agreed to 
extend the bid price to June 30. 
They said, “We hope this ad- 
ditional time extension will give 
ample time for the resolution of 
the litigation that is holding up 
the project 

“We are granting this second 
extension of bid holding time for 
two reasons: we would like to

With the lack of com- 
munication in the world today, 
CB is a bright ray of sunshine.

Power was off for about 25 
minutes shortly after this 
morning's wind knocked down a 
power line in the 1700 block of 
Rhodes Street in Madison, near 
Sixth and Alton streets.

Granite City police had all of 
its police cars busy on storm 
damage calls when a report of a 
tree blown into the street at 
Route 3 and West Pontoon Road 
was received. Illinois State 
Police were requested to assist 
and responded to thatslocation. 
No reports were available from 
troopers this morning on that 
incident. 

Granite City police also 
notified Illinois Power Co. this 
morning of hot lines down in the 
alley between the 2100 blocks of 
Washington and Lee avenues, 
as well as the lines down from 
the National Steel Corp. sign. 


While many counties near 
Madison County were under 
tornado warnings this morning, 
Madison and St. Clair counties 
remained under a severe 
thunderstorm warning. Tor 
nadoes were sighted by the 
public about 8 a.m. in 
Mascoutah and near 
Pinkneyville, with several 
sightings reported in Missouri 

The tornado warning con- 
tinued through 10 a.m. today in 
the Illinois counties of Perry, 
Franklin, Jefferson, Clinton, 
Washington, Marion and Bond, 
while the Madison, St. Clair, 
Monroe, Randolph, Terry, 
Washington, Clinton, Jackson 
and Williamson counties area 
remained under a severe 
thunderstorm warning 

The entire southern two- 
thirds of Illinois and parts of 
Missouri were under a flash- 
flood warning most of the night 
and this morning. 

Thunderstorms stretched in a 
line from Mexico, Mo. to 
Carbondale, Ill., moving to the 
northeast at 20 miles-per-hour 
at 9:30 a.m. today while the 

_ tornados were moving the same 


direction at 40 mph, according 
to the National Weather Service 
in St. Louis. 

Illinois State Police said they 
had received unconfirmed 
reports of serious damage to 
Property in Madison County 
near Highland, and at Bartelso 
in Clinton County due to high 
winds, but no sightings of tor- 
nados were reported. 

Large pieces of roofing paper 
were seen being blown from the 
roof of the state Driver's 
License Examining Station, 
1815 Edison Ave., and striking 
several autos parked just north 
of that station 


The rain and high winds kept 
the Granite City police and 
street departments busy 
throughout the night. 

The winds set off burglary 
alarms at several businesses, 
the heaviest concentration 
being between 2:25 a.m. and 
3:35 a.m. today 

Reports of lift stations being 
overloaded with water started 
at 2:45 a.m. today. By 2:53 a.m., 
three of the city’s 17 stations 
were overloaded and turned off 
and crews were dispatched to 
pump the water around the lift 
stations. 

By 3:50 a.m., eight stations 
were overloaded and the 
number continued to increase 
until it peaked at 6:30 a.m. with 
13 of the 17 stations being 
overloaded. 

At 8 a.m. today, pumping 
operations were continuing at 11 
lift stations. 


Portell said most of his street 
crews were called out by 3 a.m 
today and at one time all but 
two of the city's lift stations 
were experiencing problems. 

Two portable pumps were 
used to try and relieve areas of 
high water.

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Baby racket in state

Illinois is becoming a ‘center 
for other states in the black 
market baby racket, supporters 
of Congressman Henry J 
Hyde's bill to ban the sale of 
children testified last week. 

Appearing at a hearing before 
the House Judiciary Sub- 
committee on Criminal Justice, 
three Illinoisans said a federal 
law is necessary to deter 
profitable interstate and foreign 
trafficking in babies. 

Hyde, R-6th Dist., who has 23 
co-sponsors for his bill, said 
childless couples in desperation 
are turning to the black market 
because it is becoming more 
difficult to adopt a baby through 
normal legal channels. 

Hyde said babies have 
betome a valuable “commodity 
— subject to the law of supply 
and demand,” selling often for 
fees ranging from $10,000 to 
$25,000. The profiteers ‘‘are the 
only real winners in this game 
of selling children.” 

Baby brokers are ‘‘con- 
temptuous of state laws" and 
they often operate across state 
and national lines with little 
fear of prosecution, Hyde said, 
adding that this ‘great void in 
the law” must be plugged by a 
federal act. 

Pam Zekman, an_ in- 
vestigative reporter, said she 
posed as both an expectant 
mother and a prospective 
adoptive parent to get in- 
formation for a series of articles 
on the Illinois racket. 

She found an ‘“‘interstate 
pipeline” operating “with little 
fear of the law catching up with

them” while continuing to build 
up a “flourishing business.” 

‘One lawyer in Chicago told 
her candidly: ‘That's my 
business; I sell flesh.”* 

She said he deals in cash only. 

“The Mlinois legislature is 
presently considering a bill to 
clamp down on these 
operations,"” she said ‘i 

Asked if shé had found any 
“breeding farms, so to speak,”’ 
she said ‘“‘nof precisely.” But 
she cited a Florida law banning 
interstate adoptions for that 
very reason, and a California 
operation that ‘‘paid girls to get 
pregnant again." : 

She knew of “girls who were 
being used two, three times” in 
Illinois. 

Nicholas Iavorone, assistant 
state’s attorney for Chicago, 
said he has tried for four years 
to curb the operations, but that 
such crime is difficult to un- 
cover. : 

“Only féderal legislation can 
effectively put an end to the 
selling of defenseless infants,” 
he said. 

“Illinois is a recruiting 
center for expectant mothers 
channeled tathe East Coast,” 
Lavarone said. 

“Illinois is becoming a farm 
for the other states.”” 

Mervin R. Crow, director of 
the Illinois Children’s Home and 
Aid Society, Chicago, declared 
that ‘children should not be 
sold under any circumstances.” 

He called for a federal statute 
on placement of adopted babies. 

“Tt can’t be left to amateurs. 
and self-styled practitioners,” 
he said. “The emphasis needs to 
be on the child and his best 
interest.”

Sauget. 

A joint agreement on the 
proposal will be sought in a 
meeting Wednesday, April 6, at 
10 a.m. at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
from East St. Louis, Cahokia 
and the Commonfields of 
Cahgkia Public Water District 

The plan has been advanced 
by. Sauget which wants to 
operate the plant that 
previously was considered by 
the now defunct Metro-East 
Regional Treatment 
Association (MERTA). The 
MERTA program died because 


participating agencies were 
unable to agree on how it should 
be governed 

Under the plan, the East St. 
Louis and Cahokia treatment 
(primary) plants would be 
taken out of operation as 
treatment plants and converted 
into pumping stations 

The sanitary  district’s 
treatment plant which serves 
the Washington Park | area, 
Madison and Venice, also would 
be used as a pumping station, 
while sewage from the area 
would be directed to the 
secondary treatment facilities 
in Granite City 

Russell D. Robinson of 
Granite City, chairman of the 
sanitary district board, said the 
district would be “‘getting out of 
the sewage treatment business 
for the Cahokia, Sauget, Alorton 
and Centreville areas if the plan 
is approved.’

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Massive problems resulted 
and experts sometimes differed 
on the most appropriate 
remedial methods. 

Officials say they publicly 
advertised for bids from con- 
tractors to begin coping with 
dewatering, bypassing, repair: 
and related tasks. Two bidders 
responded and the best proposal 
was accepted, they relate 

A contractor who failed to bid 
later unsuccessfully proposed 
further study 

Much later, he and a 
statistician (who was quoted as 
being unwilling to speak under 
oath) questioned whether some 
of the work performed was the 
ideal way to proceed, and in 
some cases whether there had 
been payments for non-work. 

Union manning requirements 
were observed, accounting in 
some respects for what such 
critics viewed as discrepancies 

The fact that not all ex 
penditures were reimbursed by 
the federal government was not 
due to discrepancies but rather 
to the application of relatively 
inflexible standards, some city 
officials say. 

Arbitrary limits were set on 
daily costs, and on how long 
after the river flood a sewer 
break could be attributed to it 

Of the $1,359,731 for which 
reimbursement was sought, 
some phases were approved 
initially and additional amounts 
were authorized after appeals 
by the municipality.

Critics at one time sought to

“All invoices, labor records 
and payroll records were 
examined as were all cancelled 
checks issued-in payment. We 
also examined all contracts, 
union agreements wand the 
Madison County Emergency 
employment program,”’ the 
auditors wrote. 

Auditors were said to have 
broad authority to obtain facts 
and render an_ informed 
decision. When they completed 
their work, the U. S. certified 
the city as entitled to a variety 
of reimbursements. 

The federal auditors: in- 
spected the original contract, 
labor contracts, payroll 
records, invoices, all city 
records and all other documents 
they regarded as necessary 

Basis of part of the ad- 
ministrative appeal by the city 
had been the cutoff date on 
disaster-connected breaks. 

Also cited was a decision to 
allow $1,785 per day instead of 
the competitive bid amount of 
$2,500 for dewatering work. A

Final payment to the con. 
tractor, Ernest, was approved 
by the city in July 1975, subject 
to approval by auditors of the 
state and federal divisions of 
the Federal Disaster Assistance 
Administration. The firm 
repaired 17 sewer breaks under 
its contract in 1973 and 1974. 

Supt. Portell said a chart he 
prepared showed the firm did 
not do 50 days of dewatering and 
47 days of bypass pumping.

Army Corps of Engineers 
comments on the situation 
posed by the sewer breaks have 
been challenged as inaccurate. 

Stang Hydronics, Inc., has 
made the following comments 

“We are furnishing, you 
dewatering equipment on a 
rental basis and made 
recommendations for the 
dewatering method which you 
followed. 

“After the initial recom- 
mendations for procedure on 
the basic contract, we returned 
to the area at your request on 
three different occasions to 
inspect additional areas, and 
made recommendations for 
layout and procedure on these 
additional areas 

These recommendations 
were followed and these areas 
were successfully dewatered. 
The Corps of Engineers’ 
representatives criticized the 
method of dewatering and the 
length of time involved on the 
dewatering along with other 
phases of the work 

“This criticism was made 
after observation of a very 
small portion of the work and, 
by their own admission, a very 
limited knowledge of the subsoil 
conditions 

“Their expert in this field, 
Mr. Crisp, acknowledged that 
he had not designed a system 
for this work, and that he did not 
have sufficient information to 
offer a formula for dewatering 
design. 

“Also, a parallel was drawn 
for the Centreville area eight to 
10 miles removed from the area 
in which your work is being 
performed. 

“In general, the Corps of 
Engineers’ criticism was based 
on theory without specific 
knowledge of existing con- 
ditions 


4empered with judgment gained 
from long experience under 
similar conditions and, in this 
instance, conditions _ ex- 
perienced in the immediate 
area 

“In general, this Granite City 
area consists of an overburden 
made.up of top soil and fine silty 
sand to a depth of 15 to 25 feet. 

“Below this fine silty sand, 
for approximately 50 feet, is a 
clean poorly-graded sand 
ranging in gradation from 
medium to coarse with some 
gravel 

“In the work that you have 
under contract, the bottom of 
your excavation lies just above 
the bottom of the fine silty sand 

“This fine silty sand has a 
very low permeability, con- 
sequently yields water to a 
collector system very slowly 
and results in a very sharp 
drawdown curve. 

“The aquifer below the fine 
silty sand has a relatively high 
permeability 

“The ground water table in 
the Granite City area has been 
encountered on this project at 
from seven to 10 feet below the 
surface. 

“This lower-medium to 
coarse material would be 
classified as being in a semi 
confined condition, and with the 
watet table as encountered it is 
under an Artesian pressure. 

“Our recommendation was 
and is to extend the collectors 
into the more pervious material 
where the yield is much 
greater, thus producing a 
tendency toward a flat 
drawdown curve and a greater 
potential drop. 

“This method has proven 
successful and most economical 
where other methods have 
failed and modification to the 
installation of shallow collec- 
lors was necessary to complete 
the dewatering. 

“The Corps of Engineers’ 
representatives feel the 
collectors should be installed in 
the fine silty sand with no at- 
tempt to collect the water under 
pressure from the more 
pervious material below 

“This method would require 
installation of the system on 
each side of the trench, with 


each collector and riser encased 
in a sand filter to increase the 
collection capacity. 

“Also, a larger number of 
collectors would be required 
due to the low yield of this fine 
silty sand. This substantially 
increases the rental cost and 
greatly increases the in- 
stallation eost. 

“In the operation, up to the 
present time,~those’ areas in 
which subgrade lies no more 
than 15 feet below the original 
ground, dewatering has been 
accomplished with wellpoints 
on one side of the excavation. 

“We further point out, where 
the collectors are installed in a 
material with low permeability, 
due to the head differential and 
the sharp drawdown curve, the 
arc in the center of the area 
between the collector systems is 
much higher than the 
drawdown in the collectors. 

“The above reasons and past 
experience make it impractical 
and uneconomical to attempt to 
dewater by means other than 
those now in use. 

“We again state, we disagree 
with the recommendations of 
the Corps in this dewatering 
operation and we will be most 
pleased to confer with you or 
your representatives or the city 
officials to be of any assistance 
possible in the solution of your 
problems.”” 


At a public debate held at 


GCHS South, David Partney, a 

brother of mayor candidate 
Daniel Partney, asked Mayor 
Paul Schuler, “Why was the 
1973 sewer repair contract 
awarded to Finis Ernest of East 
St. Louis when the firm was 
then under indictment on 
federal bid rigging charges? 

“Were you not called by 
several people? Did not G. H. 
Sternberg (former alderman 
and former mayor candidate) 
offer to help in selecting a 
contractor without his firm 
offering a bid? 

Mayor Schuler answered, “I 
did receive a phone call from G. 
H. Sternberg and he told me he 
had missed the advertisement 
for bids in the paper and then he 
began to berate the Ernest firm. 
I thought it was sour grapes 
then and I think it is sour grapes 
now 

“I did check the background 
of Ernest, He was indicted for 
bid rigging on a state highway 
job in Missouri, not the sewer 
project in Granite City.” 

Daniel Partney responded, “I 
know for a fact Gene Sternberg 
did offer the services of his firm 
to help set up bid 
specifications."’ 

One of Mayor Schuler’s 
question cards at a Democratic 
Club debate asked why the 
Ernest contracting firm was 
used to repair sewer breaks

Schuler responded, “Indict 
ment is an accusation, not a 
conviction. In 1973,,the city had 
bad problems. The mayor and 
the City Council decided to

The mayor said there were 
reviews by the United States 
attorney's office, the Madison 
County state's attorney's office.

city and project “‘a clean bill of 
health. 

Bovay Engineers have 
reported: to the FDAA as 
follows 

“By contract agreement 
dated June 30, 1974, Bova’ 
Engineers, Inc., was requested 
to make a study of damaged 
sewers in. greater East St 
Louis, and prepare damage 
survey. reports on ap 
proximately 100 sewer breaks in 
St. Clair and Madison Counties 
IL, selected by FDAA and 
review the dewatering problem 
in Granite City 

During the period of July 8 to 
Aug. 16, 1974, a team of three 
engineers made field in 
vestigations of each of the 
damaged sewers, including 
contacts with the responsible 
official of each local governing 
body, obtaining all available 
relevant information to the 
damaged sewers 

In addition, Mississippi 
River data was obtained from 
the St. Louis District Corps of 
Engineers and ground water 
table information was obtained 
from the Illinois State Wa 
Survey Division 

This information was then 
compiled and damage survey 
reports prepared for each 
damaged sewer item recom 
mended as eligible as flood 
related damage. 

“The results of the 
vestigation and study show 
trend where the

“The curves on river level 
and ground water table 
elevations indicate that both 
river’ and ground water levels 
receded to low elevations by 
October 1973. It would seem 
reasonable that all food-related 
damages would be associated 
time wise to the period of May 
973 flood crest to October 1973 

Considering that, 
frequently, damage to buried 
lines does not materialize until 
sometime after the damage 
occurs, it appears that the 
damages discovered in flood 
related areas during aj period 
after the river levels recede 
could well be related to the 
flood 

Any damages that were 
found during the period of 
October 1973 to January 1974 
could be considered in this 
category, as the ground water 
level remained at ‘relative low 
elevations 

January 1974 could be 
considered as a cut-off date for 
damage claims; however, a 
condition pointed out in the next 
paragraph appears to have 
started to occur in January 
1974, and continued to progress 
to about the first of June 1974

river water levels with ac

“If this trend continues to the 
point where previously existing 
dry sewer systems become wet 
sewer systems as a result of the 
water table elevations 
becoming higher than the sewer 
systems, infiltration and 
possible sewer damage can be 
expected to continue. 

Bovay continued, “Dr. James 
Kanipe, P.E., of Limbaugh 
Engineers, Inc., Albuquerque, 
N.M., assisted the three-man 
team in the review of the 
dewatering problem in Granite 
City. 

“A field reconnaissance was 
made of the damaged area and 
information obtained from the 
state of Illinois on the ground 
water table and geology of the 
American Bottoms area 

“The methods used and the 
time taken to dewater the 
damaged areas appear 
reasonable based on the in- 
vestigation made. 

“Costs of well point 
dewatering the Granite City 
area, assuming a typical 100- 
feet header, reused at least 15 
times, is in the order of $2,000 to 
$4,000 per day, depending on 
number and depth of well points 
required for the particular 
area 

‘It is apparent from on-site 
field inspections together with 
reviews of geological data and 
soil boring logs that the 
strategraphy of the East St 
Louis and vicinity area is a 
development of river alluvium 
composed of a 15 to 20-feet-thick 
stratum of silt and the fine 
sands immediately underlain 
by a relatively thick structure 
of medium to coarse sand 

‘Since the sanitary sewer 
lines in the area are generally 
12 to 18 feet deep, it can be seen 
that these lines are bedded in 
the silt-fine sand layer below 

The silt-sand layer 
inherently has a very low 
permeability, which results in 
very slow flows when the water 
is attempted to be drawn out by 
a dewatering system. 

As a result, the vertical 
collector of a wellpoint system 
would have to be at a relatively 
close spacing and would require 


“The physical aspect of the 
subsurface conditions as 
described would logically lead 
to a wellpoint system design 
that would incorporate vertical 
collectors which would 
penetrate into the free-flowing 
acquifer below the silt-fine sand 
stratum.

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‘Living within means’ a highly logical but difficult state goal 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau — 
Gov. James Thompson's budget for the 
fiscal year starting July 1 is a hold-the-line 
document 

It calls for the state government to live 
within its income, an income that will be 
increased only by normal growth in 
revenues, not by any tax increases. 

In contrast with the last three fiscal 
years in which the state spent more 
General Revenue dollars than it took in, 
Gov. Thompson anticipates that revenues 
will exceed expenditures by $37 million or 
so, easing the strain on the General 
Revenue Fund balance 

A budget is only a blueprint; how well it 
is followed — the quality of performance 
— is the measurement by which the 
administration will be judged. But the 
budget pictures the intentions of the 
governor and his key people. 

This budget is a reflection of the 
promises Gov. Thompson has made and 
the goals he already has outlined 
Emphasis is on increasing expenditures in 
education, corrections (the state prison 
system) and mental health, but at the same 
time holding the increases to levels that 
can be funded without increasing taxes. 

Another significant area of increase is 
the appropriation for public assistance 
Taking a realistic approach to the situation 
instead of the wishful approach so often 
taken by previous governors, Thompson is 
proposing a boost of $110 million — most 
of it for medical assistance — in 
appropriations for that agency. 

Pointing out that the state faces the 
prospect of a $40 million deficiency in 
public aid appropriations for the current 
fiscal year, the governor says he is 
determined to be honest with the people in 
telling them what state services are going 
to cost in the next year and in trying to 
avoid having agencies come in for more 
money toward the end of the fiscal year. 

“It is time to stop being proud in March 
at budget time and chagrined the next 
spring when paying the bills,” he said. 

The budget message was lengthy, partly 
because it served as the state of the state 
summary as well as the spending outline 
After the lengthy battle over the state 
Senate leadership, Thompson wisely 
decided that the most sensible approach 
was to combine the usually separate 
messages. 

The governor freely criticized the fiscal 
policies of his predecessor and his style of 
operation 

Clearly seeking to lay blame for the state 
government's financial condition at 
Walker's door, he challenged the assertion 
of the former governor about how well off 
he was leaving the state treasury. The facts 
such as delayed payment by the state for 
goods and services, support Thompson's 
arguments. 

But the substance of his address dealt 
with what the state government should do 
in the months ahead and how his 
administration and the General Assembly 
should relate to each other 

Saying the only real option is to hold 
spending within revenues, the governor 
said: 

“There isn't a legislator on this floor who 


would not subscribe to the proposition that 
the state should live within its means. 

“But what happens when that 
proposition means saying ‘no’ to a 
worthwhile interest? A worthwhile interest 
that helps the district you represent? A 
worthwhile interest that Illinois cannot 
afford at current levels of revenue? 

“That's when the real test comes. 
Separating the necessary from the 
desirable. Separating the essential from 
the expected.” 

This was a clear message to the 
legislators that Gov. Thompson anticipates 
pressures on them to raise appropriations 
for some purposes and an appeal to them 
to resist such pressures. 

The governor went farther in talking 
with the press, saying he will go directly to 
the people to explain the state’s fiscal 
situation in an effort to take the pressure 
off legislators to approve additional 
spending. 

This approach contrasts with the Walker 
approach of going to the people to put 
pressure on the legislature 

He also is taking a generally cautious 
approach to reorganization of state 
government. The changes in the law 
enforcement department and the merger 
of the Departments of Finance and 
General Services, which he proposes, will 
be submitted for legislative approval 
rather than accomplished by executive 
order. 

While proposing no new taxes, the 
governor did not rule out higher gasoline 
taxes, increases in auto license fees, and in 
such things as hunting and fishing licenses. 

He said simply that his budget reflects 
spending levels possible for highways and 
conservation at present levels of revenue, 
and that if the people want more state 
services in those areas they will have to 
pay for them with higher taxes and fees. 

In fact, the whole thrust of his address 
was that this is how things are, that the 
administration wants to level\with the 
people and be guided by their wishes. 

We must stop deceiving ourselves 
and our fellow citizens. Everything that 
government does for the people costs 
money — their money. We understand this 
perfectly well in our private lives: It is high 
time we understand it in our public lives, 
too ° 

“What the future of Illinois requires is 
much conservative 
liberal 
or Republican 
or Democratic 
honest government 
Government in which the real costs of 
every policy spelled out in 
advance and the people are given the 
necessary facts and figures to make the 
right decision,” the governor concluded. 

That is a welcome, refreshing approach, 
one the public undoubtedly will agree 
with. 

However, at the same time people 
expect efficient and effective operation of 
government that already is being paid for 
by high levels of taxation. If the Thompson 
administration is to be successful, it must 
show the taxpayers that's what it’s giving 
them.

133 competing for 75 city, town, park, school and college 
public offices in 14 elections here on three dates in April 


The Press-Record staff has been 
especially busy this month, and the reason 
is the series of 14 local elections during 
April 

Six taxing bodies will conduct balloting 
on Tuesday, April 5, four more on 
Saturday, April 9, and four on Tuesday, 
April 19. 

Throughout March, Press-Record news 
pages have been filled with details on 
candidates and their campaign stands, and 
the task is far from finished. The 
undertaking is large but will be 
accomplished in advance of the various 
election dates. 

Compegiton is keen this year; 133 
individuals are candidates for 75 public 
offices. 

On April 5, 84 are seeking 43 positions. 
Four days later, voters will choose 
between 22 persons running for 12 offices. 
And on April 19, 27 will compete for 20 
elective posts 

Nowhere else has anyone seen these 
figures, because nobody else is “keeping 
score” in this comprehensive fashion. 

Why 133 candidates in the Quad-Cities 
this spring? Many factors could be cited, 
including the fact that there are a lot of 
good citizens who have been willing to 
submit their qualifications to fellow 
residents in the hope of attaining a policy- 


setting or administrative, office 
Government could not function without 
such willingness to file for office, and to 
campaign so that contrasting views and 
issues are delineated. 

Another reason for the long list of 
candidates is that government is moving to 
partly consolidate the election process. 
For the first time, traditional biennial 
township voting was absent in 1975, and 
there will be no town balloting in 1979. 


A similar trend can be seen at the state 
level, where two-year terms were filled in 
1976 so that all state- officials (except 
representatives) can vie for four-year 
terms in 1978. 

The governor and other top Illinois 
officials no longer will appear on ballots in 
1980 and succeeding Presidential election 
years. 

So, there will be lighter than usual 
candidate lists in 1979 and 1980, but 
making up for this will be heavier than 
normal listing this year and next year. 

An added responsibility thus has been 
placed on voters.here and throughout the 
state. The April elections will go a long 
way toward determining the caliber of 
government services for the remainder of 
this decade and well into the 1980s, and 
they deserve full voter participation.

Facts were learned that 
future industry and develop- 
ment will have to pay a 
recovery cost to connect onto 
our sewers in the years ahead. 

After settling the circuit court 
case in favor of our sewer 
program, some of those com- 
plaining people dropped off of 
the case, because to delay it 
further would only result in 
inflationary cost increases. 

sn though some of those 
who dropped out of the suit still 
feel that ground water problems 
should be approached first, the 
sewer committee is confident 
that engineering has designed 
our system to withstand this 
situation. 

As a result of the 
disagreements over our sewer 
program, the major opponents 


have filed an appeal which is, in 
fact, a delay tactic. 

Also, they have formed an 
organization called “United for 
Progress” with the major sewer 
opponents acting aS chairman, 
secretary and treasurer of this 
township political organization 
to persuade voters against me 
as supervisor even though 
sewers are not a township issue. 

I was elected and will con- 
tinue to serve on the County 
Board until January 1979, 
regardless of the outcome of the 
township election, 

During that term, I will 
continue working for the best 
sewer program available and, 
hopefully, this one will be 
settled in the courts promptly.

I have been told by other 
highway commissioners and by 
the county commissioner that 
they didn't know how I got 
through those three years with 
my taxes cut and still give my 
people good roads and all the 
other services we have 
provided 

During the time that my taxes 
were cut, we had floods that 
caused extensive damage. And 
this winter we had severe 
snowstorms and I still main- 
tained the roads even with my 
limiied budget. 

I have never received one 
penny of federal revénue 
sharing funds for my roads. 

Present township officials 
built the new highway garage 
with federal money, but that 
garage should have been built 
years ago with the money spent 
for rent of buildings over the 
years. 

I have heard people say that 
Chouteau Township doesn’t 
have very many miles of roads 


to service. This is not true. We 
have 39 miles of roads to care 
for. 

I-lost a few miles of roads 
when South ,Roxana_ in- 
corporated, but’ since then I 
have either taken over or 
worked for the first time on 
these roads. 

All of Greenway subdivision, 
Cynthia Lane, Troeckler Lane, 
Kinder Lane, Springfield, 
Ashland, English, Fleming, 
Meadow Lane subdivision, 
Burton subdivision, Caroline, 
Cote Brillant and the extensions 
on Big Four and Voight. 

Ido not take all the credit for 
this, I have been blessed with 
good help — John Dial as my 
foreman, Gene Futch and 
Robert Miller. 

These gentlemen are the only 
men employed with township 
funds. I am grateful for my 
Manpower employes who are 
paid through federal funding. 

These men have put in many 
long and strenuous hours to 
keep the equipment up and keep 
the roads cleaned and repaired.

If that is wrong, 
then I suppose I am wrong. 

The present officials are 
taking all the credit for the new 
town hall, but never once have 
they mentioned the fact that I 
had 500 or 600 loads of dirt 
hauled in on the grounds to build 
the property up for construction 
of the hall.
